The verdict was brought in at 5:35 o'clock, 
a8 Was told in late editions of the Post- 
Dispatch. The prisoner faced the jurymen 
as Clerk Adam Doerr read _ the fateful 
words. Not a muscle of the murderer's 
face quivered as the words that pronounced 
his doom were read to him. His eyes did 
not waver. There was no appealing glance, 
no twitching of his fingers, no invoiuntary

swallowing. The demeanor of the prisoner 
was that of supreme indifference. There 


wae no bravado exhibited, nor could fear 
be detected. He had nerved himself for the 
ordeal and it cannot be disputed that he 
stood it with wonderful fortitude. 

On his way back to the cell in the city 
jail that has been hie home since he killed 
iis beautiful young wife he laughed and 
chatted with Deputy Sheriff Boosack in 
the same manner that he did at the be- 
ginning of the trial.

“It is absurd to think that a few soldiers 
in a strange country can successfully com- 
bat a much larger force who are replen- 
ished time and time again, and who are 
thoroughly acquainted with the conditions 
of the country. When you consider that 
they are weil acclimated and that their 
generals are capable men, I believe that it 
is no wonder that our troops find it hard 
to deal with them.’ 

The General reiterated his former state- 
ment, recently made, that the Filipinos are 
capable of self-government. 

The statements of Gen. King have caused 
more consternation at the War Department 
than would the resignation of Gen. Alger.

His Success With the ‘Balanced Ra- 
tion” Has Been Gratifying and 
Now Friends Will Try Meat. 


TOPPEKIA, Kan., June 2.—A banquet and 
entertainment something out of the ordi- 
nary will be given to-morrow evening at 
the Topeka Club by Guilford Dudley. Mr. 
Dudley is not only a. banker, but Is a 
farmer and stock ratser who gives pariic- 
ular attention to what is known as scien- 
tific farming. While thie in many instances 
is not reduced to a practical basis, in Mr. 
Dudley’s case the ideas of feeding stock 
on a scientific principle have been reduced 
to a practical and prefitabie result. 

(Mr. Dudley is a great advocator of what 
ts known as the “balanced ration.”” He 
has shown that it is possible to prepare 
beef cattle for the market in 90 days, in- 
stead of twice that length of time required 
by the methods adopted by the average 


farmer, who may not have given much at. 
tention to what is known as scientitic feed- 


"Bin d 
ree months ago ‘Mr. Dudley purchase 
100 head of cattle and ‘fed them the ‘“‘bal- 
anced ration.”” In 8 days these steers 
were pronounced “ripe’” and were so!d on 
the market for 5 cents a pound; that Is, 
40 head of the cattle were. The other 6C 
having been fed for $1 days were soid yes- 
terday at the Kansas Ci:y stock yards. 

A few days ago one of these steers 
which had been fed for 8 days was slaugh- 
tered by the Charles Wolff Packing House 
and this is the beef, now In cold storage, 
which wil] be prominent on the menu Fri- 
Gay evening. 

To this banquet Mr. Dudley has invited 
a score of men prominent in the live stock 
industry of Kansas to present papers and 
make speeches on topics given be.ow. 
number of other gentlemen to the capacity 
of the dining room have been invited to be 
present as guests.

“We are all interested in agriculture, 
sald Mr. Dudley, ‘‘no matter whether we 
are actually. engaged in it or not. This 
is an agricultural and stock growing State. 
It is a common thing for us city people 
to watch and speak about the weather In 
the interest of the farmer. For ingianee, 
a newspaper man just said to me, Th:s is 
great corn growing weather, isn’t it? A 
coal merchant just said, ‘What a fine day 
for the farmers to harvest their wheat, 
and so it goes. 

“While am studying and experimient- 
ing with some sutcess in gran and cattle, 
I might tell you a little :ncident In con- 
nection with the business. In getting 
these 100 cattle together to put on the 
‘balanced ration’ I was very anxious to 
secure all natives. I employed an ‘expert 
to buy them and id h.m a liberal com- 
mission. I looked the cattle over and 
thought I had. secured what had bare 
gained for. This was {In March. Later ‘n 
the season, when the steers began to shed 
their hair, do you know that half of those 
beasts were covered over with iron brands? 
[ will tell you something now for nothing 
what has cost me some dollars to learn, 
and that is that generally, when a_ Texas 
steer !s branded, his ears are clipped:. The 
next time anybody wishes to sel] me native 
steers I will look at the animals’ ears as 
critically as I would look into a horses 
mouth when I am buying a roadster. 

‘“T am highly pleased, however, at the re- 
sult of the ‘balanced ration’ and the ex- 
pert cattlemen who sit down to the ban- 
guet will find as good beef.as they ever 
tasted. I want them to say what this beef 
would have been had it come from blooded 
stock.’ 

The “balanced ration” fed by Mr. Dud- 
ley with such success to the 100 head of 
cattle was, weighed out each day and the 
weight of the average daily rations issued 
was as follows: Meal made from grinding 
the corn and cob up together, 1750 pounds; 
bran, 600 pounds; linseed oil meal, 20 
pounds; hay 20 pounds; a total of 2800 
pounds, which would give 2 pounds of 
feed each day to each head; that is, 17% 
pounds of cob meal, 6 pounds of bran, 2% 
pounds of oll meal, and 2 pounds of hay. 
This ration ylelds by chemical analysis 
2.91 of protein, which goes to make up the 
lean meat; 14.44 of carbo-hydrates, which 
goes into the bone, muecle, hair, waste, 
etc., and .89 of fat. This ration was fed to 
these cattle regularly for from 83 to 91 
days, when they were pronounced ready 
for the market.

Picture of the Fish Done in Oil and 
to Be Exhibited in the Sen- 
ate Chamber. 


RANGELEY, Me., June 2.—Mr. Timber- 
lake, State Bank Examiner, who has been 
for several weeks at his Marquamosy lodge, 
on the shore of Range:ey Lake, had an ex- 
perience with a salmon this week that will 
probabiy not be equaied for sume time to 
come. ie was trolling near the shore of 
the lake when he noticed a party of fisher- 
men some distance from him having a.hard 
t.me landing a trout. While he was think- 
ing what he would do. were he in the boat 
with them, there came a tug at his own 
line that took the bait. sinker, line and 
leader. Mr. Timberiake returned to his 
camp, got another outfit and went out on 
the lake again. In a few minutes he saw 
a huge fish breaking the water a little way 
from the boat, and he became so interested 
that he ordered the guide to row in the di- 
rection of the trouble and see what was on. 
Rowing up to the fish they found that it 
was entangled in a line, and was trying to 
free itself. Mr. Timberlake reached out his 
net and landed the fish, which had in its 
mouth the hook, to which was attached the 
bit of rod, the leader, sinker and fly. The 
salmon weighed six pounds. 

A picture of the trout which Senator Wil- 
liam P. Fry caught at Range'‘ey in 1892 will 
be put on exhibition in the Senate Chamber 
in Washington. The Senator has given to 
an expert a drawing of the fish for repro- 
duction in oil, and the painting will go to 
Wash'ngton with the Senator in December. 
The fish weighed 10% pounds, and is the 
largest trout ever caught with a fiy. He 
was 27 inches long, girted 17 inches and had 
a spread of tail of 6% inches. Mr. Frye had 
seen tne fish break water near a large rock, 
and, knowing the fish wuld rema'‘n there 
for some time, the Senator went to his 
camp and got a broken hackle fly and a 
stout rod. eturning to the rock, the Sen- 
ator made one cast. with the fly and the 
fish took it with great promptness. Mr. 
Frye spent four hours landing the trout, 
and he has the sat'sfaction of knowing that 
he has captured the largest trout ever taken 
with a fly.

NEW YORK WOMAN DROPS SIXTY 
FEET THROUGH A SEYLIGHT. 


HER INJURIES ARE TRIVIAL. 


Luckily She Struck a Glass Pane Only 
Eighteen Inches Wide and Not 
a Support. 


NEW YORK, June %.—After falling five 
floors, fully 60 feet, and through a skylight 
wide enough to admit her body, Mrs. Kate 
Hayes, 35 years old cf No. 2% Bast Sixty- 
Seventh street, not only escaped but has 
only scme minor scratches to show for her 
perizous trip. 

The neighborhood soon knew what had 
happened. The woman’s screams, the 
crashing of giass and the shouts of the 
rescuers broke the afternoon silence. A 
crowd gathered quickiy, It was rumored 
that a -wall had fallen. 

Mrs. Hayes, her husband, their child and 
a boarder live on the fifth floor of No. 
25. Between that house and No. 237 there 
is an open space about six feet wide. There 
Theodore Cowes, 2 real estate agent, has 
oonstructed a temporary office of corru- 
gated iron. It is not more than 5x15 feet 
and one story high. 

The office is lighted by a skylight 2x7, 
a mere siit of glass. It is positiveiy known 
that Mrs. Hayes came through that sky- 
light, and came rapidly, as if she had a 
long start. She was found lying on the 
floor screaming, and the door had to be 
forced before she could be taken out. She 
was cut on the head ard gashed on her 
left leg, but these injuries have already 
healed and she is in condition to fall again. 

That in faliineg she should hit the 2- 
feet-wide g'ass with almost the accuracy ol 
a marksman scoring a bull's-eye is remark- 
able. There is only a hole about 18 inches 
in diameter where the woman plunged 
through.

Picture of the Fish Done in Oil and 
to Be Exhibited in the Sen- 
ate Chamber. 


RANGELEY, Me., June 29.—Mr. Timber- 
lake, State Bank Examiner, who has been 


for several weeks at his Marquamosy lodge, 
on the shore of Range:ey Lake, had an ex- 
perience with a salmon this week that will 
probably not be equaied for sume time to 
come. e€ was trolling near the shore of 
the lake when he noticed a party of fisher- 
men some distance from him having a.hard 
time landing a trout. While he was think- 
ing what he would do, were he in the boat 
with them, there came a tug at his own 
line that took the bait. sinker, line and 
leader. Mr. Timberlake returned to his 
camp, got another outfit and went out on 
the lake again. In a few minutes he saw 
a huge fish breaking the water a little way 
from the boat, and he became so interested 
that he ordered the guide to row in the di- 
rection of the trouble and see what was on. 
Rowing up to the fish they found that it 
was entangled in a line, and was trying to 
free itself. Mr. Timberlake reached out his 
net and landed the fish, which had in its 
mouth the hook, to which was attached the 
bit of rod, the leader, sinker and fly. The 
salmon weighed six pounds. 

A picture of the trout which Senator Wil- 
liam P. Fry caught at Range'‘ey in 1892. wil] 
be put on exhibition in the Senate Chamber 
in Washington. The Senator has given to 
an expert a drawing of the fish for repro- 
duction in oil, and the painting will go to 
Wash'ngton with the Senator in December. 
The fish weighed 10% pounds, and is the 
largest trout ever caught with a fiy. He 
was 27 inches long, girted 17 inches and had 
a spread of tail of 6% inches. Mr. Frye had 
seen tne fish break water near a large rock, 
and, knowing the fish wuld rema‘n there 
for some time, the Senator went to his 
camp and got a broken hackle fly and a 
stont rod. Returning to the rock, the Sen- 
ator made one cast with the fly and the 
fish took it with great promptness. Mr. 
Frye spent four hours landing the trout, 

and he has the sat'sfaction of knowing that

SISTERS MACARTE HAVE MUB5- 
OLES ALMOST OF IRON. 


COME OF A FAMOUS FAMILY. 


Their Remarkable Work as FEquli- 
libriste and Acrobats—They Are 
Young and Single. 


Nearly every patron of vaudeville has 
seen and admired the three Sisters Macarte, 
the pocket Junos who perform marvelous 
“feets on the slack wire. The striking simi- 
larity in the faces and figures of the trio 
has been commented on frequently and 
many people are curious to know how it 
happened that three girls so much alike in 
physique ehould be grouped together a6 
professional gymnasts. That they really 
are sisters no one who has seen them need 
be told, but it is not until one gets close 


to them and talks to them that one realizes 
that the similarity between them ig not 
as great physically as it appears to be 
mentally. 

There are other interesting things to be 
learned about the Misses Macarte if you 
Can get @ personal interview with them. 

One of these is that they are not nearly 
as tall as they look, A Post-Dispatch re- 

orter, who had talked to the eisters and 

ad obtained their measurements and had 
been astonished to find the £0 much 
smaller than they appeared fr the audi- 
torlum of Forest Park Highlands, asked 
several persons to give an estimate of 
their height. Not one guessed less than 
five feet eight inches for the tallest of the 
three, nor less than five feet six inches for 
the other two. One man insisted that the 
largest sister must be six feet high. 

As @ matter of fact, the tailest of the 
three is 6 feet 1% inches ‘high and the other 
two are 4 feet 11% inches each. 

The tallest is the youngest, the heaviest 
and the strongest. She is Cecilia. 
is 17 years: her weight 135 
eyes are light ay and her hair, like her 
Sisters’, ils dark brown and of luxuriant 
growth. 

Julia is the eldest of the aisters. She is 
21 years old; weighs 116 pounds and has 
eyes and hair like Cecilia. 

Adelaide is 20 years old and is the exact 
height and weight of Julia. Cover their 
heads and it would hardly be possible to 
tell one of them from the other. Adelaide 
has very dark—and very bright—brown 
eyes, however, and her neck is hardly as 
thick as either Julia’s of Cecilia’s. That is 
because she has not developed her jaws 
and they have. They swing head down- 
ward from horizontal bars, each with the 
end of a slack wire in her mouth, and Ade- 
laide balances herself on the wire. In that 
position all three make music on mandolin 
and guitar, or if it be night, Adelaide does 
a fire dance on the re. 

Wonderful as is the muscular develop- 

ment of these girls, it does not obtrude 
itself on the vision. Their arms and legs 
are large, but not out of proport:on to their 
bodies, and they taper acefully. There 
are no knots of muscle visible. In fact, to 
the eye they are such limbs as any woman 
might desire to have. Yet they are strong: 
er than those of most men. 
The development of the muscles of the 
jaw and neck in Julia and Cec.lia is pro- 
digious. You can no more feel the jaw 
bone of one of those girls than you can 
the bone of a blacksmith’s arm by touch- 
ing the biceps muscle. The breadth: that 
is noticeable in the lower part of their 
faces is owing neither to the osseous forma- 
tion nor to fleshy tissue; it is simply bi 
tou muscles. Adelaide has a powerfu 
neck and jaws herself, but she is a weak- 
ling in that respect es compared to the 
other two. 

In manner the sisters are modest and art- 
less. They are cheerful little women and 
laugh @ good deal. Adelaide is the business 
woman of the three, and if you want to 
know oy hg about them their father, 
who manages them, will refer you to ‘her. 

“See Addie,”” he says; “she can tell you 
better than I ca e does the talking 
for the family."’ 

When you “see Addie” she will tell you 
that neither of the sisters is married and 
neither wishes to be. 

‘*Aren’t we better off as it is?"’ ‘she will 
Sey. “We enjoy our work; papa looks 
after us and we have everything we want. 
We are not golng to be bothered with hus- 
bands. Are, we, girls?” 

And the other two sisters laugh and 
say they are satisfied to remain as they 


are. 

Further, Mise “‘Addie’’ will tell you that 
they came of a race of show folks. —— 
are Dnglish and prenen and can run 
nearly ears through a line of ancestral] 
acrobats. eir grandmother was Madame 
Macarte, a world-renowned French bare-

“Our public performances are only a 
small part of our work,” says Adelaide.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 23.—John W. 
Gates, whom Governor Tanner yesterday 
appointed Illinois Commissioner to the Par- 
is Exposition, and who has been hunting 
down the man he accuses as his brother's 
@ssassin, 23 years ago, left this city for 
Chicago this morning, shortly after his ar- 
rival from Tecumseh, O. T., where he iden- 
tified Alex Jester as the murderer of Gil- 
bert W. Gates. 

The Seminole “who lived on hate’ may 
sometimes have missed a meal, but John 

. Gates never does. Vengeance on Jester 
@s the murderer of his brother is dominant 
to the verge of monomania. Gaies eats, 
walks, talks and sleeps in vengeance. tiis 

@at wealth is but a sink.ng fund for 
ester’s prosecution, and three spec.al trains 
in One day draw only cheerful checks and 
Smilies from Mr. Gates. 

Mr. Gates said that the habeas corpus 
een ace in Oklahoma would be fixed up 
O-day, and that Jester would be taken 
by the way of the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas through Sedalia to Mexico, Mo. 
“The Governor of Missouri,’’ said Gates, 
“made out the requisition for Jester wrong. 
Gie addressed it to the Judge of Lincoin 
County, instead of to the Governor of Ok- 
lahoma. I hax to get a special train yes- 
terday morning to run with Sheriff Mele- 
eon to Guthrie to have the error corrected. 
This delayed the case. In the habeas cor- 
pus hearing both sideS exhausted their wit- 
nesses, and the Judge granted Jester fur- 
ther time to get witnesses from ‘Texas \to 

rove that he had lived there continuousy 
rom 1868 to 1899. He is any lying to get 
time for some purpose. I think, however, 
that we can get him out of Oklahoma t@- 
morrow evening over the Missouri, Kan- 
eas & Texas road.’ 

“Are you sure he is the Jester who is 
charged with ag your brother?’’ 

“Unquestionably. There is no doubt about 
it. I knew his rascaliy countenance thé¢ 
moment I laid my eyes upon him. He 
seemingly has not changed in 28 years.” 

“And you will insist on his prosecution 
in Missouri to the full extent of the law?” 

“T will not let up until his life ends on 
the gallows or in the 

To the Post-Dispatch correspondent who 
came into Kansas City from Wichita with 
Gates this morning he told the story of the 
murder of hia brother 28 years ago as if 
it were a happening of the week. 

“Gilbert W. Gates left his home near Chi- 
cago in 1871 for Kansas, in search of health. 
At Wichita he took a contract for buildin 
@ portiun of the Santa Fe Railroad, an 
Was employed there for several months. In 
the fall of that year he closed up his busi- 
ness and started for his home in a two- 


horse wagon. He had nearly $5000 in money. [- 


Before he reached Fort Scott he met wit 
en Alexander Jester, who was bound for 
Indiana. Jester also had a wagon and 
team, and the two men agreed to travel to- 
ether. We heard from Gilbert at Fort 

tt, and then his letters ceased. My 
father became uneasy and began to make 
inquiries. He trac the two to a point 
12 miles from Paris, Mo., where Gilbert 
Gates disappeared. 

“My father called to. his aid the best de- 
tectives whose services he could tain and 
entered upon a careful inquiry. Men were 
found, and some of these are alive to-day 
and will agpes: at the trial, who saw Gil- 
bert and Jester together. Some of them 
saw Jester alone with the two teams. 

“In one of the wagons, one witness will 
ewear that he saw the body of a man. 
Another saw Jester stop w.th his teams 
Mear the bank of Allen Creek, which was 
frozen over, and go into camp. The next 
iy 4 witness, who passed the spot, saw that 
a hole had been cut in the ice. About the 
hole there were blood stains on the snow. 
Jester was trailed to his home in Indiana, 
where he sold my brother's team and then 
turned again toward Kansas. By this time 
my father was convinced he would re- 
turn to Wichita, so he went there and wait- 
ed. Jester came and was arrested by my 
father and the Sheriff. 

“Jester’s sister, who recently © exposed 
him, was present at the arrest. On his 
person were found my brother's watch, his 
clothing and a ring that my father had 
given him. Jester was taken to Missouri 
and placed in jail. His tr.al was to be held 
fn the spring of 1872. In January of that 
year he escaped, and no word of him had 
reached my father until Mrs. Street ex- 
posed her brother. My father offered a 
reward of $1500 for the capture and con- 
viction of Jester, and the reward will be 


This reward, or the greater part of it, 
will go to Mrs. Street, Jester’s sister, who 
Gave the ‘nformation that led to his arrest. 

One incident in connection with Jester 
that Mr. Gates learned while in Tecumseh 
fe as follows: 

In the days of homesteads in Central 
Kansas, on the banks of Jester Creek, 
named after the accused old man. in Sedge- 
wick County, was a squatter who was law- 
less, even in a lawless time. When Jester 
went to Qklahoma and started preaching 
one of the first contrite hearts to confess 

race tn his preaching shack was the squat- 
er from Jester Creek. _From the mourners’ 
bench he recognized Jester and offered to 
betray him, but the Sedgewick County of- 
ficials told him there was no reward and 
the matter was then dropped. He will be 
used. however, as will every other pro- 
curable witness in the present prosecution. 
The report was current here this mornin 
that Jester was on the same train wit 
Gates, but when Mr. Gates went to the 
Blossom House for breakfast a search of 
the train failed in any traces of Jester. 

The belief prevails at Wichita that the 
Missour! Sheriff has managed to zet pos- 

lon of Jester, and that he !s now on 
Way to Missouri. This gave rise to the 
report that he was on the train which 
Drought Mr. Gates to this citv. The corre-

The development of consumptive sana- 
tariums in Europe is another matter that 
has attracted much interest among the 
profess.on on this side of the Atlantic. It 
is now assured that-the disease in its earli- 
er stages can be checked. Even in ad- 
vanced stages the disease can be so checked 
that an individual may, with care and a 
good climate, live out his allotted span 
w-th only a fraction of the lung area pos- 
sessed by a normal subject.

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$15,000 FOR A BONE REMOVED. 


SAYS IT WAS TAKEN FROM HER 
WITHOUT HER KNOWLEDGE, 


The Good Samaritan Hospital and Drs. 
0. G. and D. M. Gibson the De- 
fendants—One Resignation 
a Result. 


The Good Samaritan Hospital and Drs. 
O. G. and D. \M. Gibson are made joint 
defendants in two damage suits aggregat- 
ing $15,000, which were filed Thursday morn- 
ing in the Circuit Court. The plaintiffs are 
Mrs. A. Smith and her husband of 1116 
North Bieventh street. An operation de- 


clared to have been performed on Mre. 
Smith by Dr. O. G. Gibson and his broth- 
er, in which, it is asserted, the femur, or 
thigh bone, was removed without her 
Knowledge or consent, or the authority of 
her husband, is the interesting incident in 
the case. 

It is averred that the loss of the bone 
has made Mrs. Smith an invalid for life. 

Among other things, it is charged that 
the doctors mentioned did not properly per- 
form the operation, and that the Good Sa- 
maritan Hospital did not use skill and care 
in selecting physicians to attend the insti- 
tution’s patients. 

By reason of the physical injury and the 
suffering which it ie claimed has been en- 
tallied upon her, Mrs. Smith asks $10,000 
damages. For the deprivation of hts wife's 
association and services, and for the ex- 
penses incidental to her eickness, and the 
care of three children, Mr. Smith prays 
for a $5000 judgment. 

James M. Sutherland, attorney, will 
prosecute the suit, and ten of the most 
prominent surgeons of the city, among 
them Drs. Theodore Prewitt, A. C. Ber- 
nays, F. W. Grundmann and Geitz will be 
subpoened as witnesses, 

As a direct result of the case, Dr, F. W. 
Grundmann, who was for eig‘ht years chief 
surgeon of the Good Samaritan Hospital, 
has resigned his position. The medical staff. 
which was principally of Dr. Grundmann’s 
selection, has a'so retired. 

The petition states that Mrs. Smith was 
taken to the Good Samaritan Hospital on 
September 23, 1898, at the suggestion of Dr. 

. W. Grundmann. The latter, it goes on 
to eay, had diagnosed the case a few days 
before and said he deemed an operation 
necessary. He did not, it is declared, con- 
template the extraction of any bone, nor 
did he consider Mrs. Smith’s trouble at all! 
serious. On the contrary, it is asserted, 
Dr. Grundmann )ooked for her recovery 
within a few weeks. 

ix weeks after she was taken to the 
hospital, on Nov. 9, 1898, Smith says that 
having become dissatisfied with his wife's 
condition, he secured the services of Dr. 

. ©. Bernays. Smith declares that not 
until Dr. Bernays disclosed the information 
was he aware of the nature of the opera- 
tion performed on his wife. Dr. Bernay’s 
request to see the bone which had been 
removed was, it is claimed, denied, 
Smith then asserts that the Drs. Gibson in- 
duced him to keep his wife in their charge, 
induced him to put his wife in their charge, 
upon the assurance, it is said, that dear te 
Dr. Bernay's cpinion, they were handling 
the case in a proper manner. When at the 
end of 22 weeks there was, Smith avers, 
no improvement in his wife’s condétion, he 
ordered her sent to their home. Subse- 
quently she was sent to St. John’s Hospi- 
tal. There she remained until a week ago, 
when unable to bear the expense of keep- 
ing her at that institution Smith says he 
caused her to be taken back to the family 
residence where she is now under the care 
of Dr. Theodore Prewitt. 

Mrs. Smith is 40 years old. She has been 
confined to bed for 10 weeks. Nursing her 
is Miss Ella Bloom, who was formerly em- 

loyed at the Good Samaritan Hospital. 

rior to her entrance in the latter institu- 
tion Mr. Smith said she had been il] not 
two weeks. 

To the Post-Dispatch Dr. Grundmann 
Said: ‘*The case of Mrs. Smith ts a de- 
Plorable one and I regret to say it was the 
unfortunate cause of my leaving the Good 
Samaritan Hospital. Mre. Smith was sent 
there by my advice. How she came to 
change to the Drs. Gibson will come out al 
the proper time. Investigation satisfied me 
that, to use expressive slang, I was being 
‘knocked’ at the hospital and after due ¢con- 
sideration [ tendered my resignation. 
Naturally I am averse to discussing any 
feature of the case.”’ 

Dr. O. G. Gibson was seen by a reporter 
at the Good Samaritan Hospital, Jefferson 
avenue and Dayton street. He has been 
resident physician at the institution for 
about a year. 

“TI know all about Smith’s charges,"’ he 
said, “and you may say there ie not a 
word of truth inthem. His allegations wil] 
have to be proved in a court of law.’”’ 

The doctor was told of the damage suit 
instituted. 

‘“"‘Well,”’ he said, “it isn’t worrying me.” 

“Is it true, as alleged, that you removed 
the femur from Mrs. Smith?” Dr. Gibson 
was asked. 

‘There is time enough if the case is 
brought to trial to answer that question,’’ 
was the reply. 

When asked regarding his immediate con- 
nection with the case, Dr. Gibson turned on 
his heel and walked away. 

Dr. Gibson then cautioned M. 8S. Koppe, 
superintendent of the Samaritan Hospital 
ae to discuss the case. Mr. Koppe obeyed 
orders.
